INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  was  no  special  incidence  of  any  Infectious  Disease  during  the 
year.  Two  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified^  one  (a  female  77 
years  old)  died.  Three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified,  two  males  aged  49  47  and  one  female  aged  45*  Thene 

have  been  no  deaths  from  this  disease  during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Ample  supplies  of  water  of  very  good  quality  continued  to  be 
supplied  during  the  year. 


SEY^RAGE 

Doubts  have  arisen  as  to  the  present  efficiency  of  the  Town  Sewage 
Y/orks  and  as  to  their  ability  to  treat  the  increased  volume  of 
sewage  which  will  flow  when  Kolsalo  sov/age  is  added. 

The  advice  of  the  County  Water  Engineer  v/as  sought  on  this  matter 
and  his  recommendations  are  being  follo^,vGd.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
will  result  in  a  satisfactory  effluent  being  once  more  obtained. 

The  efficiency  of  the  system  hero,  as  elsewhere,  is  gravely 
affected  by  the  grossly  extravagant  use  of  detergents  by  housewives 
in  general.
